How I earn Candidate Can Excel by Training

“TRAINING,” in the athletic 
sense, implies that by special and 
directed efforts and practice you 
can improve those functions of the 
body that are required for skill in 
playing a certain game. And from 
the standpoint of the physiologist 
this is sound doctrine. 
The ambitious football player in 
grade school or high school can de­ 
pend upon it, that if he will begin to 
train himself, he will become more 
and more adept, up to the limit of 
his powers. W hether he will become

a star or not is something that is on 
the laps of the Gods, or, rather, on 
the laps of his ancestors. Stars are 
born, but they are also made. All 
stars have trained, probably more 
than the dub. 
T he fo o tb a ll p la y e r needs 
strength, endurance, speed and ac­ 
curacy. 
Strength and endurance are part­ 
ly born in the body, but will always 
be developed as any kind of training 
continues. 
Basic training — run­ 
ning, jogging, hiking, throwing, 
catching — all develop speed and 
wind, which is the mainspring of 
endurance. 
Learn to Be Fast 
The football candidate can learn 
to be fast by practicing speed in 
starting to run. Practice concentra­ 
tion. You have to be thinking about 
a quick start. Practice breathing— 
you need air to run. Take a big 
breath before starting and then hold 
it for the start. This gives your body 
a set so that you can move at the 
moment of the snap. 
You start from the crouch. S tart 
to run before you straighten up. 
Practice this until you can do it as 
well before you begin to rise. Keep 
your feet wide apart while running 
if you are training for football. 
Practice 
dodging, 
feinting 
and 
changing direction. At full speed 
practice jumping over low obstacles. 
Starting in football is different 
from starting in track events. On 
the track you start from one posi­ 


tion; in football from any number 
of positions. The good football play­ 
er runs with short, quick, choppy 
steps. He has no rhythm. 
A friend of mine used to attend 
vaudeville with me in the old days 
when there was vaudeville, and 
whenever we watched acrobats he 
used to say, “I don’t see those fel­ 
lows up there in nice clean tights 
and spangles. I see a couple of 
dirty, shabby guys in an attic or a 
loft or a gymnasium endlessly do­ 
ing over and over again what they 
are doing so smoothly now.” That 
is true of any star performance 
from piano playing to football. It is 
the hard and eternal practice all by 
yourself with no contest, no crowd 
to applaud, going over the same 
thing again and again, that is 
“training.” 
Question of Senses 
Accuracy is a question of the 
senses and the finer adjustments of 
the nervous system. You must train 
your marginal vision, train hand 
and eye to work in unison. The eye 
must follow the ball into the hand 
in catching. It must be on the exact 
objective in passing. The hands are 
the hardest of all to train. I have 
seen two football players sit for 
hours three yards apart and end 
lessly pass the ball from one to the 
other to train touch and feeling. 
Tenseness must be overcome. Hands 
must be flexible.

Sketch 
asserted 
that

Russ-German-Turkish 
agreement 
has already been reached in prin­ 
ciple. 
Turkey, the report said, 
will take priority in the Balkans

which will demand half of Bes­ 
sarabia from Rumania. Rumania, 
however, is to get economic ad­ 
vantages on the Black Sea. 
Misstatements Hit 
Britain’s admiralty, angered by

T eam to Beat— T hat’s Northw estern’s W ildcats

Congratulations are In order to­ 
day for the new National League 
champions—the Cincinnati Reds. 
They may not be the best team 
that ever won a pennant but they 
certainly are the best the National 
League had to offer this year and 
that’s all was asked of them. 
Experts may say they have only 
a 
two-man pitching staff; 
that 
their catching was a little off at 
times; that there are better in­ 
fields and that their outfield is be­ 
low par. 
If so, all the more credit to them 
for winning. 
The main point is, they had what 
it takes when they needed it and 
that is more than can be said of 
all the other clubs that finish­ 
ed behind them. 
Ifs easy enough to pick captious 
flaws in anybody—even a champ­ 
ion—but the writer must insist 
that a champion must always have 
something the others haven’t got 
or he wouldn’t be a champion. 
From Bill McKechnie to the bat 
boy, the Reds did a good job. Win­ 
ning pennants is not a new sensa­ 
tion for the canny Scot for he also 
had 
the satisfaction of winning 
with the Cardinals and the Pirates. 
Last Two Years Ago 
Two years ago the Reds finish­ 
ed a hopeless last. Then McKech­ 
nie took over the pilot’s job, drove 
them into the first division last 
year and now has them all set to 
move in against the Yanks in the 
World Series. 
The 
Reds won 
because 
they 
made the most of what they had. 
They were opportunists at all times 
and they always played smart, 
heads-up baseball. And—don’t ov­ 
erlook this all important item— 
they had two pitchers capable of 
winning; between them 52 of the 
Reds’ 95 victories. Bucky Wal­ 
ters turned in 27 and Paul Der­ 
ringer 25. 
It was fitting, too, that Der­ 
ringer, the veteran of a long cam­ 
paign, should have the honor of 
turning in that 5-3 victory that 
brought Cincinnati its first flag 
in 20 years. 
And it was a typical game for 
both Derringer and the Reds. The 
Cardinals made 14 hits off Der­ 
ringer while the Reds could get 
only eight off the combined offer­ 
ings of Curt Davis, Max Lanier 
and Bob Bowman, but the Reds 
got theirs when they meant runs. 
The Reds, hampered by the de­ 
fection of Johnny Vander Meer 
and Lee Grissom, didn’t get going 
until well into May. But on May 
26 they climbed into first place 
after taking four straight from the 
Cards and there they stayed. 
They toqk every challenge 
in 
stride and while there were times 
when they seemed to skid a little, 
they 
always managed to 
come 
through when a vital game was 
needed to set them right. And for 
that, of course, we may toss a 
few 
extra laurels toward 
the 
Messrs. Walters and Derringer. 
The Cards, who made a gallant 
bid to overhaul the Reds, are as­ 
sured 
of second 
place but 
the 
third and fourth spots are still in 
doubt. The Dodgers, still with a 
great chance to land in 
the third 
notch, split a 
pair with the Bees, 
losing 3-1 and then winning 3-0 
when Vito Tamulis held the Bees 
to three hits and fanned 12 for the 
best game of his career. The Gi­ 
ants took two from the Phils, 4-3 
and 8-3. 
The Yanks 
split with the Ath­ 
letics, winning 8-4 and then bow­ 
ing 5-4. And the Red Sox divided a 
pair with the Senators, taking the 
opener, 4-2 and dropping the night­ 
cap, 6-1,* to Dutch Leonard who 
thus turned in his 20th victory 
with a sixth place club.

They were 
all linemen. 
From the backfield 
Mario Tonelli, Ed Simonich and 
Bill Hofer, among others, have 
departed.
